EXPERIMENT STATIONS SAY . 

ALWAYS INOCULATE SOY BEANS 


Trials with inoculated and uninocu" 
lated Soy Beans have clearly demonstrated 
first, that inoculation is of prime importance 
if a good growth is to be secured on land 
not already inoculated for Soy Beans; and 
second, that inoculation with a fresh pure 
Soy Bean culture pays in bigger crops even, 
where the land has been inoculated before. 

Inoculation is of even greater import^ 
2-0^ with Soy Beans than with any other 
legume crop. It is said that more failures 
with Soy Beans can be traced to lack of the 
right sort of inoculation than to any other 
single cause. Previous inoculation for 
clovers, alfalfa or other legumes does not 
inoculate for Soy Beans. 

Many farmers make a practice of sav- 
ing their own Soy Bean seed, or sowing lo- 
cally grown, untested seed. The Dept, of 
Agriculture estimates the average germina- 
tion of Soy Beans in farmer’s hands this 
spring as 65 to 70 per cent. Selected and 
tested stocks in reputable seed dealers’ 
hands, are, of course, of higher vitality. 
However, the fact remains that most of 
the Soy Beans sown this spring will be of 
week vitality. This is an additional argu- 
ment for inoculation. With it the seeds which 
do germinate will have a better chance to 
develop vigorous plants : without it, a poor 
stand is almost certain to result. Dealers 


whose farmer customers afe planning to 
sow Soy Beans should bring these facts to 
their attention and see that they are pro- 
vided with inbculation.

PLOWING UNDER 

SWEET CLOVER 

Many thousand acres of second-year 
sweet clover will be plowed under for corn 
or other crops this year. Growth has been 
very much delayed this spring, and, as a 


result, there was comparatively little or- 
ganic matter to turn under the first part of 
May. Even though growth is not abun- 
dant remember that, as a rule, there is little 
to be gained by allowing the clover to grow 
after the end of May. By that time the 
crop contains practically as much nitrogen 
as it will contain even a month later, and, 
where the clover was left on . the 'ground 
last fall or was pastured off, there will be a 
very large amount of fertility to plow un- 
der anyway. The big fleshy roots of the 
clover will decompose and be converted in- 

following crop becomes a heavy feeder later 
in the summer. If the clover is allowed to 
grow too late in the spring before it is turn- 
ed under, it will rob the soil of a consider- 
able amount of moisture, and, should the 
weather turn dry, this lack of moisture will 
interfere with rapid growth of the follow- 
ing crop. , ; 

On the other hand, turning under 
sweet clover in the spring, after the crop 
has made fair growth, is much better than 
fall plowing, because, once the root crowns 
have thrown out a set of new plants, there 
is no danger of their starting any more 
plants after they have been turned under. 
This is ndt the case when the clover is 
plowed under in the fall. Then many of 
the root crowns will remain alive and 
throw up a lot of plants in the spring.

In the Soy Bean field shown 
in the photograph to the left, 
the seed sown in the background 
was inoculated; seed sown in the 
foreground was not inoculated. 
All other conditions were the 
same in both portions of the 
field. Although differences so 
striking are seldom seen, many 
failures with Soy Beans are due 
solely to lack of the right inocu- ' 
lation.
